paratus. The machine is an invention
of W. B, Barton, fire prevention in-
gpector of the system, and can be in-
atalled for $36.

With the machine inventad by Mr.
Barton, an inch and one-fourth hose
ean be attached to a plug between the
boiler and check  injector, pressure
torned on and a stream of water
thrown sixty-five feet high.

The idea is that when there is a fire

in the railrond yards or along the
tracks, an engine can be run to the
scene and in a short time water can be
turmed on.
